TALLINN, Estonia, Oct. 5 (AP). 
Eighteen miles from this capital 
is what the Russians point to as 
evidence of the Nazis’ most recent 
mass horror—the Klooga labor 
camp. There, the Russians say, 
3000 Jews, Russians and Estonians 

were murdered methodically. 
This camp was in the timber 


and cement country, where pris- 
oners slaved to produce vital ma- 
terial for the Nazi war machine. 

People in the vicinity told cor- 
respondents this story: 

The Germans killed off the pris- 
oners wholesale when they learned 
the Red Army was coming and re- 
treat was in prospect, 

It was Sept. 198—two days before 
the Germans pulled out of Tallinn. 
They announced the prisoners 
would be moved, always a bad 
sign in a Nazi camp. 

A Funeral Pyre. 

The first group of 300 was 
marched into the woods, ordered 
to saw up piles of logs into pieces, 
and were marched into a field in 
groups of about 50, carrying the 
logs. They were forced to make a 
raft-like foundation, and then to 
lie down on it. The Germans shot 
them all, 

A second group formed another 
layer on top of the first—and 
were shot. When there were six 
or seven layers of dead, gasoline 
was poured over all of them and 
a torch was applied. 

This is what the people told us— 
and then we went up to see. 

In a little green field about 75 
feet from the road and a half 
mile from the camp a mass of 
charred corpses was lying amid 
a few hundred pounds of ashes.

Moscow announced tonight the 
capture of Pancevo, big rail junc- 
tion less than nine miles north- 
east of Belgrade. The broadcast 
communique said Yugoslav Parti- 
sans of Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz 
participated in the capture of the 
city of 22,000 strategically situated 
at the confluence of the Tamis 
river with the Danube. 

In London King Peter of Yugo- 
slavia conferred with Czechoslo- 
vakia’s President Eduard Benes 
in a meeting regarded as a pre- 
lude to early entry of Soviet 
troops into Belgrade, 

Russian Drive in Lithuania. 

The German radio commentator, 
Col. Ernst von Hammer, reported 
the Russian drive_in Lithuania. 
He said that 12 to 14 divisions at- 
tacked on a broad front west of 
Siaulai, which is 80 miles north- 
east of the East Prussian city of 
Tilsit, with the help of four tank 
corps.

| The capture of SBeggendorf 
broke the back of an attempt by 
the Germans to make the town 
the southern anchor of a short 
‘second defense line backstopping 
the ruptured Siegfried line. The 
| northern hinge of this line was 
at Waurichen, a little over two 
miles to the north. The Germans 
had been unable to man the line 
fully. 

The new surge came after 
American tanks and “infantry had 
beaten back three counterthrusts 
by enemy armor. Sherman tanks 
knocked off a number of enemy 
tanks and American artillery pol- 
ished off three in one clash, 
| Low gray clouds under cold 
skies grounded Allied air support.

Calls for Honest Campaign. 


Nothing could do more 
strengthen the faith of the Amer- 
ican people in representative gov- 
ernment now than a_i sincere, 
straightforward and truthful cam- 
paign. Cynicism, innuendo, flip- 
pant remarks, evasion and syn- 
thetic humor have no part in this 
wartime campaign. Our sons are 
pressing the fight for freedom 
around the world. Many of them 
are suffering the agonies of death 
and disease. We owe it to them 
and to ourselves to conduct this 
campaign with the same devotion 
to duty and high spiritual purpose 
that they are showing on the field 
of battle. 

There are certain issues in this 
campaign which the New Deal 
cannot escape. Tonight I wish to 
discuss but three of them. 

First of all, the New Deal has 
risen to power by granting special 
favors to special groups. It has set 
class against class. It has played 
minority groups for their political 
support. It has attacked not only 
- the actions, but the motives of all 
who dared to oppose it. Never be- 
fore have we had the bitterness, 
engendered by selfish political in- 
terests, that we have experienced 
in this administration. 


Attacks on Business. 


Consider, for example, the rela- 
tionship between government and 
business. I do not blame the New 
Deal for calling upon the business 
interests of this country, which it 
had so maliciously condemned, to 
provide the materials of war. They 
have performed a magnificent 
and miraculous production job. 
But I do condemn the New Deal 
for its vicious and persistent at- 
tacks upon business. It was in- 
terested in something more than 
correcting abuses. It was primarily 
interested in securing votes and 
perpetuating itself in power. Little 
thought was given to the harm

Consider also the relation hbe- 
tween government and the citi- 
zen. J do not condemn the New 
Deal for asking for unusual pow- 
ers with which to prosecute the 
war.

1 do not condemn the New Deal 
for promising American mothers 
and fathers that their sons would 
not fight on foreign soil, and then 
sending them abroad when Ameri- 
ca Was so viciously attacked. But 
TI do condemn the President of the 
United States for making such a 
promise when he knew that it 
likely could not bé kept and that 
he was making it to secure votes. 
By the sincerity of. such promises 
we must test the New Deal 
promises today. 


Favoritism to Labor. 


Consider too the relation be- 
tween government and labor. I 
do not condemn the administration 
for its legitimate efforts on behalf 
of the workers of this country. 
‘But I do condemn the New Deal 
for {its favoritism among labor 
groups, for: playing one against 
anothe: for political purposes, for 
bad administration of labor laws 
and for political adjudication of 
disputes between labor and man- 
agement. Such tactics have result- 
ed in strife and strikes. They have 
actually lessened war production.

He said _ dictatorship could 
flourish only if the people are 
deprived of the freedoms of ex- 
pression, information and wor- 
ship. 

“Responsible as I believe the

The gap between educational 
standards in the richer commu 
nities and those in-.poorer areas 
is greater now than it was a cen- 
tury ago, Roosevelt said, adding 
that this gap must be closed “by 
raising the standards in the poorer 
communities.”

Bricker and His Bogies 


St. Louis saw the Republican candidate for 
Vice President in action last night, and heard 
him deliver a speech that added up to something 
a good many miles short of the “sincere, straight- 
forward and truthful” type of campaign which 
he ringingly indorsed in his first few minutes 
of oratory. 

What Gov. Bricker did was to hoist high on 
his party’s banner the phony Communist bogy, 
the same moth-eaten old hobgoblin that our 
Nervous Nellies have been seeing under their 
beds ever since Lenin and Trotsky came to 
power in Russia. 

His wild and repeated statement that “the 
Communists and radicals have taken over the 
New Deal” would be bad enough as a piece of 
political smearing, but the Ohio Governor wasn’t 
done. In his attack on Sidney Hillman, he em- 
phasized “alien ideas” and “class hatreds of the 
Old World,” and thereby gave an open invitation 
to the alien-baiters and preachers of intolerance 
to do their worst by spreading the poison of 
prejudice in America. 

These epithets and their sinister connotations 
hit a new low for this campaign, so far as re- 
sponsible party leaders are concerned. Gov. 
Dewey in his wild-swinging Oklahoma City 
speech flailed the Communists as part of the 
New Deal (not its masters, as in Bricker’s ver- 
sion), but he at least had the good judgment to 
refrain from the dangerous appeal to bigotry of 
the sort heard on the extremist fringe of his 
party—and last night at Kiel Auditorium. 

Major parties always have support from vari- 
ous minority political groups. Gov. Bricker made 
himself extremely vulnerable by attempting to 
magnify into a dominant issue the fact that 
Earl Browder, Communist leader, has spoken 
favorably of the administration. What about the 
indorsement, and the vice-presidential nomina- 
tion, conferred on Bricker by Gerald L. K. 
Smith’s narrowly isolationist, anti-Semitic Amer- 
ica First party? Is Bricker not inviting a Dem- 
ocratic zealot to say that the America Firsts 
have taken over the Republican party? 

Our great Russian ally has a Communist Gov- 
ernment. Do the Red-baiters stop to think that 
they are doing the cause of Allied unity no good 
when they engage in this kind of ranting? 

To charge that the Communists have taken 
over the New Deal is sheer nonsense. The ad- 
ministration, in fact, includes a goodly number 
of Republicans, many in high posts. Does Mr, 
Bricker mean to say that his fellow party mem- 
bers in Washington are taking orders from Earl 
Browder? Or from Sidney Hillman either, for 
that matter? 

As for Hillman, the Chicago convention “raised 
him to a pedestal of power” in the Democratic 
party, Bricker says. This is a fantasy. Hillman 
and the PAC were heart and soul for the re- 
nomination of Vice President Wallace at that 
convention. How they failed .in their efforts 
for him is by this time an old story. 

The story over the country is similar. The 
PAC’s favorite candidates (of both political 
parties, by the way) have sometimes been suc- 
cessful, and have sometimes been defeated. 
Furthermore, its “millions of dollars” are a 


myth; congressional investigators found that the 


PAC hasn’t raised, let alone spent, even one mil- 
lion. And its funds aren’t wrung from “unwill- 
ing and intimidated hard-working people,” as 
Bricker charged—they are made up of voluntary 
$1 contributions, plus the original pledges from 
CIO Union treasuries. 

Bricker’s PAC bogy is just as big a fake as 
his Communist bogy. Abiding by the election 
laws, the PAC is a legitimate political activity 
on the part of union members and sympathizers, 
just as legitimate as the powerful conservative 
organizations that have contributed money and 
energy to work for the defeat of the administra- 
tion in this and past campaigns. Millions of 
Americans who are neither CIO nor Communist 
party members agree with Hillman’s statement: 

We are supporting President Roosevelt be- 
cause we believe in the goals he has set, 
the Atlantic Charter, the Bill of Economic 

Rights and the full use of our resources for 

the benefits of all the people. 

Such campaign orators as Gov. Bricker show 
they lack real issues when they try to inflate 
the moderately successful PAC and the minute 


- Communist party into reasons for voting for 


Dewey; when they attempt to terrify the people 
with alarmist cries of “Do you want them to 
take over America?” 

All this is fear psychology, claptrap politics, 
dangerous demagoguery. It*cannot be imagined 
that such fraudulent tactics will make any im- 
pression on the independent voters who will de- 
cide the election. 
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Mrs. Roosevelt doubts that she is a factor in 
the presidential campaign. We nominate this 
as likely to be the most widely unshared view 
of the season. 
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As to Dewey's Experience 

Some of those who are trying to build up a 
case for Gov. Dewey’s election concede that he 
has had little experience in national affairs, but 
insist that the 1932 Franklin D. Roosevelt also 
had had little. The office of Governor of New 
York, they say, is an excellent training school 
for the presidency. But the argument does not 
stand up. 

Those who depict Mr. Roosevelt as an 
ignoramus in national affairs before he entered 
the White House pass over his seven years of 
experience in the Wilson administration, where 
as Assistant Secretary of the Navy he learned 
the procedures and routines of the Federal es- 
tablishment in a way his amazing memory en- 
abled him to put to good use when the Hoover 
depression made him President His associations 
in the Little Cabinet, and in the Common Coun- 
cil Club, which President Wilson used as a 
sounding board for his New Liberalism, were 
both of values So he was not without some 
acquaintance with national -affairs. 

But to return to our muttons: During the 
Roosevelt governorship such critical problems 
as mass unemployment, hungeli and heartbreak 
had to be handled; Jimmy Walker had to be 
gotten out as Mayor and many other critical sit- 
uations had to be met Gov. Dewey, however, 
was fortunate in going into office after Gov. 
Herbert H. Lehman had fashioned a smoothly 
functioning administrative apparatus, and when

Dewey's experience in Albany resembles that 
of Mr. Roosevelt about to the extent that Calvin 
Coolidge’s presidency resembles Wilson's. 
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Signed With Reluctance 

Resembling not at all the Roosevelt who once 
carried his differences with Congress to show- 
downs, the President has signed a reconversion 
bill he considers inadequate and a surplus dis- 
posal bill he thinks unwise. While it is possible 
to interpret the act as an effort, with an eye 
on Nov, 7, to make a show of harmony between 
President and Congress, the rapid march of 
events actually made the approvals imperative. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s objections to the reconversion 
bill are well taken. We are committed to “fair 
and generous treatment” for returning members 
of the armed forces; we have established a 
policy for settling with 
war industries; we are undertaking to support 
farm prices during reconversion. 

Fine, says Mr. Roosevelt. But, contrary to 
administration proposals, “‘the bill does not ade- 
quately deal with the human side of reconver- 
sion.” Congress turned down allowances for 
the homeward transportation of stranded war 
workers. It grossly discriminated against Fed- 
eral workers in excluding them from unemploy- 
ment compensation. And, what could be most 
serious of all, the legislation puts no floor under 
unemployment compensation allowances paid 
under the “states’ rights” measure. 

About the surplus-disposal bill, Mr. Roosevelt 
has still greater misgivings. The main ones 
seem to be the “‘confused methods” it provides, 
and the “elaborate restrictions.” In the one 
epithet, he apparently longs (contrary to one 
of the favorite themes of criticism against him) 
for a simpler method of administration. The 
other probably refers to the excursion into ex- 
ecutive affairs that Congress may make under 
this law. If so, he has a good point. 

Congress must make the policies; it is proper 
that Congress should investigate acts under 
them as diligently as it pleases, and amend 
them in its wisdom. But when, as in this mat- 
ter, it gives the executive only half-defined poli- 
cies, it risks not only hampering him but- mud- 
dling and slowing up the job of surplus dis- 
posal. Congress quit before it finished its job 
on this measure. If the new law is to work well 
under such circumstances, the administrators 
will need towering patience and the Congress 
great wisdom and extraordinary self-restraint. 
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Give the People a Mazda Bulb 


Mayor Kelly of Chicago is undertaking to curb 
crime in his city by a process of civic enlight- 
enment. The type of enlightenment the Mayor 
has in mind is the type that comes from mazda 
bulbs. “We want,” he says, “‘to light up every 
corner in Chicago.” 

Hizzoner may have a more accurate idea than 
we of what Chicago is and is not subject to in 
the matter of enlightenment; but we had looked 
on light, in the sense of civic virtue, as Milton 
looked on it when he spoke of him “that has 
light within his own clear breast.” 

Civic virtue in Chicago, obviously, is not so 
abstract or tenuous a thing as this. It is, in fact, 
a visible object, which could be enshrined on a 
pedestal—and which we hope will be: Mazda, 
goddess of the municipal mores; a wench with a 
shape somewhat on the bulbous. side, perhaps, 
‘but beneficent withal.

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New and Beautiful Friendship 

The Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau now have begun conferences on their plans 
for the Missouri River, and they have finally 
done so, after many, many months, because they 
are simply scared to death. 

The Reclamation Bureau has been chasing the 
Army Engineers for the better part of a year, 
trying to get them to sit down somewhere and 
lalk things over. Why this sudden change of 
heart, which renders the Army Engineers ‘and 
the Reclamation Bureau so friendly where they 
have been so aloof? 

The why is MVA. The Reclamation Bureau 
and the Army Engineers differ on many points 
having to do with the Missouri Valley, but they 
are as one in their fear and jealousy of a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority. 

And why do they fear it? They fear it be- 
cause it would take out of their hands and out 
of their control some of the work upon which 
their existence depends. They fear it because 
they know it can do the job better than they 
can—that it can develop the resources of the 
Missouri River more fully and more conserv- 
ingly than they can. 

While they would have to compromise the 
plans of each to suit the other, wasting the peo- 
ple’s resources in the process; while they could 
operate together only by a makeshift patchwork 
of the discredited piecemeal method—MVA 
would not have to waste part of the valley's 
wealth in order to get some bureau’s permission 
to develop the rest of it, would operate with 
businesslike decisiveness. 

The Reclamation Bureau and the Army Engi- 
neers have come together even thus tardily be- 
cause they see in MVA a danger to both their 
bureaucracies. What if they were solidly en- 
trenched in the Missouri Valley by act of Con- 
gress, what if the development of this valley had 
been put into their hands and nothing could 
budge them? What if MVA were merely an op- 
portunity that the Missouri Valley had had for 
a moment and then had lost forever? 

What then would bring together the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau when the 
interests of the people of the Missouri Valley 
demanded not two conflicting decisions but one 
workmanlike decision? 

The Missouri Valley cannot afford to allow it- 
self to be pulled and hauled in a tug-of-war be- 
tween two vested agencies. 

None of the other valleys that make up our 
nation can afford it, and their prospects are at 
stake here, as was demonstrated by Representa- 
tive Rankin’s proposal of a system of nine valley 
authorities covering the entire United States. 

That is another of many good reasons why the 
Missouri Valley must have one agency to carry 
out one big plan for its one big river.

How Lodge Killed 1919 Treaty 
Related in Notable Biography 


“The Gentleman From Masgachusetts: Henry Cabot 
Lodge,’’ by Kari Schriftgiesser. (Atlantic Month- 
ly Press-Little, Brown, Boston.) 

This is a noteworthy book, both because 
of the epoch it covers, the evil genius it 
depicts, and the consummate skill with 
which the author buries his stiletto in the 
already decaying legend of Cabot Lodge 
as a “scholar in politics.” 

In this last, as he notes, he had prece- 
dent in the chill tone of the words with 
which in 1904 President Eliot presented 
the Senator a Harvard honorary degree 
“Henry Cabot Lodge: Essayist, biographer, 
member in Congress at 37, now already 
Senator from Massachusetts, with, long 
vistas of generous service still awaiting 
him.” But this broad hint to do better 
in the future brought no change. As Pet- 
tigrew of South Dakota put it, Lodge's 
mind, “like the soil of his native State, is 
thin by nature and exhausted by cultiva- 
tion.”

The shame of it was, from Lodge's stand- 
point, that he had talents of a sort, and a 
low cunning to trick them out with what 
some even took for trailing clouds of glory. 
The pity of it was, from the country's 
standpoint, that his long dexterity in the 
tricky legerdemain of the Senate became 
one of the chief weapons to undo the 
treaty and the League. All of which Mr. 
Schriftgiesser points out, suavely, coldly— 
and beyond the peradventure of a doubt. 

In 1897, the Gentleman from Massachu- 
setts so smothered the Olney-Pauncefote 
treaty for arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain by amendments 
and reservations—including the necessity 
of submitting every question for arbitra- 
tion to the Senate for approval by a two- 
thirds vote before it should go to arbitra- 
tion—and so discredited it, that the pact 
finally failed by three votes of the neces- 
sary two-thirds. 

That past was prologue. Lodge had been 
pro-League until President Wilson accepted 
the idea, then he began to attack it. In 
December, 1918, the Senator conferred with 
ex-President Theodore Roosevelt, then on 
his death-bed, At this council of war, the 
author states, “the whole broad strategy 
which Lodge, as Captain of the Battalion 
of Death, carried out in the Senate with 
miraculous fidelity, was planned almost to 
the last detail even before the League of 
Nations had been reduced to terms on 
paper by the statesmen in Paris.”

When the treaty with its Covenant 
reached the Senate, its antagonists feared 
public opinion. Senator Watson of Indiana 
told Lodge that 80 per cent of the people 
were for it and he didn’t,see how it could 
be beat. “Ah, my dear James,” answered 
Lodge, “I do not propose to beat it by 
direct frontal attack, but by the indirect 
method of reservations.” And that was 
exactly what he did. 

Lodge’s memorial, this book suggests, 
was “the surge of death that roared across 
Europe in the autumn of 1939; and that he 
helped cause it himself, that he started 
the dreadful grotesquerie that day when 
he sat beside Theodore Roosevelt's bedside 
plotting the destruction of Woodrow Wil- 
son's dream for humanity.”

In just the last few weeks—since 
we last reported to you on canned 
fruit and vegetable prospects—three 
important things have happened: 


—the War Food Administration has in- 
creased percentages of several items 
to be set aside for military use. 


— weather has definitely cut down a 
number of pack estimates. 


—the manpower situation has become 
more difficult. 


That is why Del Monte, as the lead- 
ing canner of fruits and vegetables, is 
continuing to issue this wartime series 
of reports. During this emergency, 
all of us must work together. Only 
with knowledge of what lies ahead 
can any housewife intelligently plan 
her shopping or understand the prob- 
lems facing her grocer. 


Fruit Situation Tight 


Peaches are a good example of what 
can happen to a canning crop. Pros- 
pects were good for a bumper yield 
of fresh peaches in California, when 
stretches of extremely hot weather 
matured the fruit so fast that canner- 
ies could not handle the full crop with 
available manpower. 


This cut down the whole industry’s 
pack. Though we had hoped to do bet- 
ter, it now looks as if the total national 
pack this year will be only about aver- 
age, or slightly over average at best. 


A month ago, the industry knew the 
government’s requirements for canned 
peaches would be very heavy. Since 
then, the Quartermaster’s Department 
has upped its quotas still further. This 
means that supplies for civilians will 
be materially less than last year. 


On pears, while the pack turned out 
better than early estimates and will 
probably exceed last year’s, govern- 
ment needs are larger also, and the 
amojint of canned pears on your gro- 
cer’s shelves will be very small. 


The industry hopes to “put up” 
slightly more fruit cocktail than last 
year but quotas for our fighters have 
also grown—so again, it means less 
of this popular fruit at your grocer’s.

Del Monte Pineapple and Pineapple 
Juice will be still scarcer than last year. 
Pineapple isatwo-year crop. The 
drought of 1943 meant that we were 
not able to pack a normal amount in 
1944—1in spite of a favorable ripening 
season. Military requirements have 
also been increased. 


The good news in the fruit picture 
is apricots. A bumper. crop resulted in 
the largest pack on record. Though 
military wants are twice as great as 
in 1943, you can expect as many Del 
Monte Apricots as you ever did. 


In total, fruits will be available to 
civilians in very limited quantities, 


Total Civilian Vegetable Supply 
About 20% Less 


On vegetables—as on fruits—re- 
member that we are telling the story 
of total supply and what is likely to 
happen on the home front if present 
military demands continue. 


However, this picture could radically 
change on vegetables if the government 
reduced quotas out of this year’s pack, or 
released substantial quantities from reserves. 


In our last report, we estimated that 
the industry’s pack of canned peas 
would be less. Now we know the 
amount available for civilians will be 
about a fifth less than last year. 


The government quota on corn has 
not increased. But the total crop was 
smaller and the supply for civilians 
will be considerably less than last year. 


Asparagus production slightly ex- 
ceeded last year. Military needs also 
increased, so the civilian supply is ap- 
proximately the same as last season. 
It is expected that the supply of green 
beans will be slightly less. 


We had hoped to have good news 
on beets and carrots. But the armed 
forces asked the industry to supply 
them with three times as many car- 
rots as last year, and twice as many 
beets. So even if packers succeed in 
producing a much larger volume, civil- 
ians won't see as many as last year.

completed before the end of October. 
However, it now appears that it will be 
less than last year. Consequently the 
amount available for home consump- 
tion will be materially less because the 
government has almost doubled its 
requirements. 


On the whole, the civilian supply of 
canned vegetables apparently will be 
about one-fifth less than last year, bar- 
ring reduction in government quotas 
or release from its reserves.

ASE D-260: Henry W., aged 15, is a high school sophomore. 
C “We have a swell English teacher this year,” he ex- 
claimed as I was visiting in his home. “She made a trip 
to Mexico last year and seems to be crazy to go back. When 
we don’t have our lessons, we simply bring in a clipping about 
something in Mexico and then she goes off on a tangent and 
talks about her trip. We've heard it a hundred times, so we 
know it by heart, but we still find that she always bites on 
this bait, so we use it to avoid a poor grade. Then I havea 
physics teacher who has had a new baby within the past year. 
That baby is good for about 15 minutes of talk in every lec- 
ture. Oh, we get a teacher’s number in a hurry, Dr. Crane.” 
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A LITTLE INFORMAL talk by a teacherhelps humanize 
the latter, but too much discussion of a hobby or of family 
problems robs the children of hundreds of dollars in hard 
earned taxes that the parents of the latter are paying for their 
children’s instructions. A public school teacher has doubtless 
the most nerve-wracking job in the world. I once took the place 
of a Chicago teacher for six weeks in an experimental class 
we were conducting in the Public Schools. Though I am 
athletic, I confess I was exhausted at the end of the day. You 
mothers who are fatigued and irritable after being the referee 
for only two or three youngsters, can imagine the strain of 40. 
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WHILE I OFTEN indict our average college professor for 
being a “tombstone duster” and “epitaph polisher,” or a brain- 
truster who can’t practice what he teaches, I make a distinc- 
tion between the colleges and the grammar schools. The 
average grammar and high school teacher surpasses the col- 
lege professor. This is not in years of college or academic de- 
grees, but in specific courses in educational techniques, plus 
practice teaching under able supervisors. A college professor 
is not required to have previous experience. He need have no 
courses in education or atatistics, and not one course in 
psychology. He can come right out of an Eastern university 
with a Ph. D. in some far-fetched subject like “The Love Life 
of the Goldfish,” and land a job teaching your children “Per- 
sonnel Administration” or “Advertising and Selling.” But the 
teachers in the so-called secondary schools (they are really 
the primary schools in importance), aren’t all perfect. 
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WHEN A TEACHER gladly bites on the suggestion of a 
student to digress repeatedly in the field of her hobby or love- 
life or family conditions, she is probably lazy. She may think 
that if her students seem interested in such irrelevant talk 
they will like her. But they secretly recognize what she is 
doing, even though they encourage her in such sloth. I had 
an English teacher in high school who let me read aloud to 
the class. They enjoyed it, and so did I, for we escaped a lot 
of work. But we were losers in the long run, and we all knew 
it at the time, Teachers don’t lose their popularity and respect 
just because they keep their students on the job, especially if 
they are cordial and make their subject matter interesting, 
which usually means practical.

OST soupbones have meat 
I) cining to them, and the 

amount usually is sufficient 
to stir the imagination of the 
thrifty cook. This meat is ‘sure to 
lose flavor in its three hours of 
simmering to make soup, but much 
of the valuable nutrients still re- 
main. There are Many ways to 
use this meat. If there is a gen- 
erous amount, it can either be 
chopped fine in a wooden chopping 
bowl, or put through the food 
chopper using the coarse knife for 
the basis of a good sandwich 
filling. When the desired season- 
ing are added, one will never 
know that the meat had been used 
in the soup kettle. The meat could 
also be used to make croquettes, 
meat pies, or turnovers. In this 
case, a rich flavored gravy or 
sauce should be made, using a 
grated carrot, and onion, or some 
finely chopped celery and one of 
the meat extract pastes on the 
market, 


Cooked Beef Sandwich Filling. 

One pound cooked beef from 
soupbone, one small onion, one- 
third cup cut green pepper, two- 
thirds cup catsup, two-third cup 
salad dressing, one-half teaspoon 
salt. Put meat, onion and green 
pepper through a food chopper. 
Add remaining ingredients and 
mix well. Makeg three cups. Use 
as spread on sandwiches. To give 
variety, use with lettuce leaves or 
other greens, or sprinkle one gide 
of buttered bread with fifrely 
diced radishes, sweet pickle or 
finely minced celery leaves,

Fresh applesauce, two pounds 
tart apples; use one-half of apple- 
sauce; scrambled eggs, six eggs, 
one-fourth cup milk; cinnamon 
toast, eight slices.

Beef soup, remainder; cooked 
beef sandwiches, see recipe above; 
eight slices bread; fresh plums, 
four to six chilled; spice cup 
cakes, remainder. 


Dinner, 

Baked veal chops, four veal 
chops, one and a half pounds, 
dip veal chops in egg mixture 
(one egg, one-third cup milk, one- 
half teaspoon salt) and then in 
bread crumbs to coat well. Place 
in shallow pan containing one- 
fourth cup shortening or drip- 
pings in hot oven at 450 degrees. 
Brown on both sides about 20 
minutes. Add two large onions, 
sliced, and one cup vegetable 
stock or water. Reduce heat to 
350 degrees and conti cook- 
ing until tender 45 minutes. Escal- 
loped potatoes, heat together in a 
saucepan, two tablespoons melted 
margarine, two tablespoons flour, 
three-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
and one-half cups milk, until sauce 
boils and thickens, Aud one and 
one-half pounds sliced raw pota- 
toes and reheat to boiling. Pour 
in buttered casserole. Bake in a 
350 degree oven for 30 minutes 
until potatoes are tender. Baked 
acorn squash, two squash cut in 
half. Bake cut side down on 
greased baking sheet 45 mintes. 
Mixed vegetable salad, one-half 
head cabbage, finely cut, one me- 
dium onion, chopped fine, two car- 
rots, chopped, two large tomatoes, 
cut in wedges. Peppy French 
dressing. Cocoanut butterscotch 
pudding, mix one-fourth cup corn- 
starch, one-half teaspoon salt, 
three-fourths cup brown sugar 
and one cup cold milk. Scald two 
cups milk, add cornstarch mixture 
and stir over direct heat until 
mixture boils and thickens. Con- 
tinue cooking over boiling water 
10 minutes. Remove from fire, add 
one tablespoon butter, one tea- 
spoon vanilla and one-fourth cup 
short shredded cocoanut. Pour in- 
to individual sherbets and chill. 
Serve with top milk. Butter or 
fortified margarine used on all 
breads. Include in today’s menus 
milk to drink: 6 cups for children, 
two cups for adults.

Eight ounces elbow macaroni, 
one-half cup margarine, one-half 
cup flour, one and one-half cups 
milk, one-half cup cream, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup grated 
cheese. 

Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water nine minutes. Drain. Melt 
margarine. Remove from stove 
and blend in flour, Return to stove 
and add milk, cream and salt and 
cook over slow fire until thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add 
macaroni and mix well, Turn into 
baking dish, sprinkle the grated 
cheese over the top, and bake at 
400 degrees until cheese is brown 
—about 30 minutes.

XERCISBS to firm flabby 
E. bust muscles must be done re- 

ligiously every day or two for 
three months before improvement 
will be noticed. Particularly so if 
a girl or woman is striving to cor- 
rect a pendulous bust condition— 
the oversized, flabby  bustline. 
And only exercises and proper 
brassiere fitting can improve such 
a condition. 

The most famous of bust nor- 
malizing exercises (which works 
to reduce and to build up the bust- 
line) is this: Place fingers together 
in front of body and raise arms 
to chest level (higher than bust 
level), Force shoulders back and 
down still keeping fingers touch- 
ing. Holding this position press 
fingers against each other force- 
fully, then relax them. Repeat five 
times. Relax. Repeat entire exer- 
cise five times, 

EXERCISE II.—Fold arms in 
front of body with hands just 


touching—at bust level. Force el- 
bow movement back and down 
slowly and then back and upward, 
Repeat 25 times. Your head must 
be nicely poised on the tip of 
your spine, eyes looking straight 
ahead. 

EXERCISE III.—Touch palms 
together in front of body at bust 
level, Let chest sink and shoul- 
ders hunch forward. Then—still 
pressing palms of hands together, 
atraighten shoulders and force 
them backward and downward. 
Eventually work up to a rapid 
rhythm, when you do this and re- 
peat entire exercise 25 times. 

EXERCISE IV.—Let middle fin- 
gers just touch in front of body 
at high chest level. Force elbows 
back and then high, hold for a 
second, drop arms and relax. You 
will feel a tension or even a muscle 
ache after this exercise. But re- 
peat from five to 10 times daily 
until pain disappears.

Precaution 
Will Prevent 
Many Colds

T is about the season when 
| the first epidemic of colas 

strikes at our firesides and our 
homes. And as its name implies, 
everyone thinks this is due to the 
advent of cold weather, but it is 
significant that it also coincides 
with the time when the furnace is 
turned on, 

“I went out and got wet and 
chilled and caught cold”’—that is 
the usual statement to explain 
what doctors call the etiology of 
the condition. But a more accurate 
statement would be—“I stayed in 
and got dried and overheated and 
caught cold.” All the mucous 
membranes of the nose and throat 
were baked out to a thin layer and 
lost all their resistance so_ the 
germs had a field day. 

Everyone keeps asking—“What 
shall I take to prevent colds? 
Shall I take vaccines?” The right 
answer is—“Keep the temperature 
of your house at 65 degrees all 
winter and let plenty of fresh air 
in even on the coldest day.” 


I was never so comfortable as 
the winter we had strict fuel ra- 
tions and the temperature of my 
house was 60 to 65 all winter. 


ee, ee 


These are not my opinions alone. 
The most eminent nose and throat 
specialist of my acquaintance has 
written an article for a medical 
journal in which he says: “I be- 
lieve the greatest single cause of 
acute colds is improper heating of 
homes, factories and office build- 
ings—usually. over heating. In 
nearly every home or office there 
are those who believe they require 
an unusual] amount of heat. If the 
thermometer is not hovering near 
80 degrees they are freezing. Thus, 
for the few many must suffer. 


Apartment house owners fre- 
quently instruct those in charge 
of their furnace# to force up the 
heat in the early morning and late 
afternoon. Hence, the maximum 
temperature is frequently near 85 
degrees and the minimum as low 
as 60 degrees. This variation of 
25 degrees throws an _ unusual 
strain on the heat regulating 
system of the body, and if con- 
tinued over a period of weeks or 
months must eventually cause a 
breakdown.” 


Humidification and ventilation 
are equally important. 

Other causes of catching cola 
are improper clothing, nasal ob- 
struction, body fatigue and im- 
proper elimination, 
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Most business and professional 
men dress too warmly. The chest 
is covered with two layers of wool; 
lining .of coat and vest, shirt and 
underclothing, making a total of 
six layers of body covering. In 
temperatures of 70 to 72 degrees 
with any activity whatever the 
skin becomes moist, and no matter 
how much clothing one puts on be- 
fore going outside there is very 
apt to be a chilling of the body 
surface. This, of course, strongly 
predisposes to upper respiratory 
infections and pneumonia, A coat 
of linen or silk should be substi- 
tuted at the office and a light 
dressing gown for dinner and eve- 
ning at home. 

Women, perhaps, go to the oth- 
er extreme in dressing so scantily 
for winter weather, but it seems 
to the eyes of Iygiene and com- 
mon sense that they have a more 
sensible arrangement than men for 
winter weather. At least when 
they go inside they can take off 
their winter coat which has done 
the jcb of keeping them warm out- 
side and they are then in a light 
dress suitable to the temperature 
of our average home or office 
building. If you would like to get 
a comparative idea of the differ- 
ence just heft in one hand a man’s 
coat, vest and trousers, and a 
woman's dress in the other. The 
weight of the woolens for men’s 
winter clothes was determined by 
English manufacturers with the 
English climate and English open 
heating in homes and offices’ in 
mind; it is not adapted for the 
American scene.

My Day -o-

WASHINGTON, , Wednesday. 


HAVE spent the entire morning 
| at a session of the Conference 

on Rural Education, which is 
being held here in the White 
House, and I am afraid that as 
these sessions take place both 
morning and afternoon, my col- 
umn: will have to deal largely 
with this subject, 

Two outstanding speeches were 
made this morning, one by How- 
ard A. Dawson, director of rural 
service, National Education As- 
sociation, and one by Murray A. 
Lincoln, president of the Co-op- 
erative League of the United 
States, and executive secretary, 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation. 


The problems of rural educa- 
tion are, of course, Many. One 
basic point is the fact that 48 per 
cent of our children live and are 
educated in rural areas, while the 
income in those areas is usually 
lower than in urban areas. There 
are still 108,000 one-room schools 
in this country, and 25,000 two- 
room schools. Teachers in these 
schools should be far better 
trained, and therefore’ receive 
higher salaries, than teachers in 
city areas, because they teach a 
variety of ages and subjects. In- 
stead, they are usually poorly 
paid, and so have less training. 
The average teacher’s salary in 
places where the population is 
more than 2500 is approximately 
$1900 a year. The average for 
rural schools throughout’ the 
country is under $1000 a year, 
sometimes sinking as low as $300 
a year for certain minority 
groups. 

The war situation has closed 


le 
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many rural schools, because teach- 
ers are unobtainable. In addition, 
the number of teachers now being 
trained is greatly reduced. It has 
meant, in many cases, the grant- 
ing of emergency certificates to 
people who are unqualified. Fre- 
quently, in the poorer paid schools, 
the educational] level of the teach- 
ers is limited by the fact that they 
have not gone beyond high school, 
and sometimes not beyond grade 
school. 


The organization of school ad- 
ministration throughout the na- 


tion, moreover, should be changed, 
and many state laws which at 
present put a premium on poor 
organization should be altered. 
For instance, in some places the 
school districts are poor, and 
therefore get state aid. If several 
poor districts consolidate, however, 
they are rated differently and get 
less state aid. As a result, there 
is no incentive to consolidate and 
get better teachers and a better 
school, 


I think one important point was 
made by the editor of one of the 


farm papers. He said: “If what is 
being said at this conference could

go out to farm communities, in un- 
derstandable language, in their 
Own papers, it would be more ef- 
fective than all the pamphlets sent 
out by educational groups, or those 
many articles in metropolitan pa- 
pers.” I am convinced of this; 
but farm papers and country 
weeklies are governed largely by 
what the people want to read, just 
as the larger papers are. I think 
the point to be remembered, there- 
fore, is that this material must be 
in the form which will appeal to 
farm people as interesting reading.

Actually, 
however, West made the four 
spade contract just as easy. With- 
out giving the slightest thought 
to the matter, he led the heart 
king—almost as though that lead 
were guaranteed to succeed! Wha 
it did was to end the defense them 
and there. West shifted to dias 
monds, but declarer won, drew 
trumps, and confidently led a 
heart toward the queen, The ace 
had been located. 

The best way to appraise West's 
opening lead is to inquire what he 
hoped to gain by his selection. If 
the heart queen was held by North 
or South, the only gain could be 
from finding East with a double 
ton, which would let him ruff the 
third round. But hearts had not 
been bid by North or South, and 
West himself had only three, so 
what chance was there that East 
had the doubleton”? Obviously, 
very little! There was a far more 
substantial chance that North, who 
had twice bid no-trump, had the 
heart queen, and if that was so, 
it certainly would not be a good 
idea for West to reveal the exact 
position of the two top cards. 

On the basis of pure logic, West 
not only should have kept his fin- 
gers off the heart suit, preferring 
the diamond jack, but when de- 
clarer eventually led a heart to- 
ward dummy, West should duck 
with complete nonchalance, giving 
South every chance to make the 
natural, “percentage” play of th 
ten from dummy.
